But on Tuesday Redford 
went right back to business, 
calling for another session of 
the legislature before sum¬ 
mer and pledging to sort out 
confusion over the statuses of 
Asia envoy Gary Mar, and the 
“no-meet” committee. 

“We will be making some 
decisions over the course of 
the next couple of weeks with 
regard to the other issues 
we need to decide together 
around cabinet, legislative 
scheduling,” Redford said. 

Keith Brownsey, a political 
science professor at Moimt 
Royal University, said the soon¬ 
er Redford acts on matters dog¬ 
ging her party, the better.

“She has to clean up her 
own act, would be the best 
way to put it,” he said. 

Questions also linger about 
promises made by Redford 
both before and during the 
election, including plans to 
establish 140 new family-care 
clinics and 50 schools.

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
had two drafts of his 
annual State of the City 
speech, delivered Tues¬ 
day to the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce 
at the Shaw Conference 
Centre. 

Due to the outcome 
of the provincial elec¬ 
tion, the first was heard. 

“There was two ver¬ 
sions and it was the 
one I’m much happier 
we got to write and to 
(say),” said Mandel. 

He spoke out against 
Wildrose leader Danielle 
Smith about putting the 
Royal Alberta Museum 
on hold and re-opening 
the City Centre Airport 
debate. 

While the campaign 
stirred a lot of emotions, 
Mandel described his 
feeling Tuesday as hap¬ 
piness that “the vision 
we’ve had and our cit¬ 
izens have had for this 
city could be fulfilled. 

“And that someone 
couldn’t take that away 
from us.” 

Change should be 
expected but the city is 
well aligned with the 
province, said Mandel, 
pointing specifically to 
a growing urban reality 
— and likely a new and 
better deal for the big 
cities. He also expects to 
work with the Tories on 
LRT expansion and the 
arena — with the latter’s 
designs will be revealed 
May 16. 

Overall, Mandel used 
his speech to reflect 
on how Edmonton has 
changed in the seven 
years since he first ran 
for mayor — mainly in 
confidence. 

“I think Edmonton¬ 
ians believe we can do 
things, we should do 
things and I think they 
expect us to do things.”

When it comes to roads, one 
size doesn’t fit all. 

That’s the motto for Com¬ 
plete Streets — a concept 
recently undertaken as Ed¬ 
monton also draws up new 
neighbourhood-design guide¬ 
lines. 

“Right now there is cur¬ 
rently not a lot of flexibility 
in our design standards,” said 
project lead Stephanie Mc¬ 
Cabe. “We want to build on 


that base we already have, 
and increase the number of 
options.” 

The city has been col¬ 
lecting Complete Streets 
input, focusing on the design 
of a street and how it fits an 
area, rather than a tradition¬ 
al, mobility-based approach. 

Road networks have 
changed since 1950 but 
people still have common 
desires, said McCabe, adding 
the concept can be applied 
to both new areas and older 
ones through neighbour¬ 
hood-renewal work. 

So far, input has included 
bike lanes, local shops, wider 
sidewalks and overall walk- 
ability. 

That makes sense to sen¬ 
ior planner Kalen Anderson, 
who is working on the new 
neighbourhood-design guide¬ 
lines, last updated in the mid-

The polls had predicted 
that Redford’s PCs were 
finally heading to the scrap 
heap after governing Alberta 
for almost 41 consecutive 
years.

The stunning win has 
raised questions on the reli¬ 
ability of polls, the method¬ 
ology behind them and their 
proliferation in the Alberta 
campaign.

A Liberal party employee who 
was fired after posting a cab¬ 
inet minister’s divorce details 
online says he acted alone.

“I never discussed my ac¬ 
tions with any members of 
Parhament, including the 
interim leader of the Liberal 
party. I acted on my own.” 

Fhblic Safety Minister Vic 
Toews introduced Bill G-30 in 


Februaiy, sparking immediate 
criticism for giving authorities 
too much power to snoop into 
people’s online lives. 

Toews infuriated critics 
when he said that opposing 
the bill put them on the side 
of child pornographers. 

Garroll called Toews’ lan¬ 
guage polarizing and he said 
he felt compelled to bring 
attention to the threat posed 
by the bill. 

“I took an approach that, 
put simply, argued if the min¬ 
ister feels strongly that he 
should know eveiything about 
us, perhaps we should know 
more about the man who 
wants umestricted access to 


our information,” he said. 

“To make the point further, 
eveiything I posted was from 
publicly available documents.” 

The Gonservative-dominat- 
ed committee grilled Garroll 
about how the documents 
came into his possession, not¬ 
ing only two people had ever 
signed them out of the court 
in Manitoba.

Trial. Police and 
forensic experts take 
stand in Breivik trial 


After testifying for five days, 
Anders Behring Breivik lis¬ 
tened silently Tuesday as 
others described the may¬ 
hem caused by his bomb¬ 
ing of Oslo’s government 
district, a scene one witness 
described as a “war zone.” 

Forensic experts explained 
the massive injuries to four of 
the eight victims killed by the 
950-kilogram fertilizer bomb 
on July 22. Breivik admits 
to tire bombing and a subse¬ 
quent shooting massacre at a 
Labor Party youth camp that 
left 69 people dead, most of 
them teenagers.

“More than 100 body 
parts were found in the gov¬ 
ernment district,” said Ole 
Morten Stoerseth, a police 
official tasked with identify¬ 
ing the blast victims. 

Relatives of those killed 
sobbed and embraced dur¬ 
ing the autopsy presenta¬ 
tions. Pictures of the vic¬ 
tims’ injuries were not 
shown in court but distrib¬ 
uted to the judges, prosecu¬ 
tors and defence lawyers as 
well as the psychiatrists who 
are examining Breivik dur¬ 
ing the trial. 

Breivik claims the at¬ 
tacks were “necessary” and 
that the victims had be¬ 
trayed Norway by embra¬ 
cing immigration. 

As he has for most of 
the trial, now in its seventh 
day, the far-right fanatic 
remained mostly expres¬ 
sionless during the hear¬ 
ing Tuesday. But he smiled 
when a security guard, who 
was inside the government 
high-rise when the bomb ex¬ 
ploded, called Breivik’s mo¬ 
tive for the attacks “totally 
absurd.”

A crusading reporter 
who “breathed, dreamed 
and lived journalism 24 
hours a day” was gunned 
down as he ate dinner, 
and colleagues said they 
are certain he was killed 
because of his work. 

Decio Sa, a political 
reporter for O Estado do 
Maranhao newspaper 
in Brazil, is at least the 
fourth journalist slain 
this year in the South 
American nation, one 
of the deadliest for 
reporters to work in, 
according to watchdog 
groups. Brazil’s National 
Newspaper Association 
said on its website 
that Sa was killed 
because of his “courage¬ 
ous coverage of crimes 
committed by hired 
gunmen.”

“Hey, how are you 
doing?” the costumed 
man cheerily asks. 
“Would you like 
a pair of socks? 
They’re free!” 

Enter Thana¬ 
tos, the friendli¬ 
est incarnation 
of the Grim 
Reaper you’ll 
ever find, Van¬ 
couver’s very 


own real-life charitable super¬ 
hero. 

This is his stoiy. 
For the last five years, Thana¬ 
tos — a 63-year-old profession¬ 
al, husband and father in his 
“real” hfe — has been stroll¬ 
ing through the Downtown 
Eastside, handing out clothing, 
blankets, food and water to 
residents in need. 

Like his comic-book heroes, 
his driving desire to dress up 
and patrol the area is driven 
by an overwhelming desire to 
make the world a better place, 
right wrongs and lend a help¬ 
ing hand to his community. 

“I don’t come from Kr 3 ^ton 
and wasn’t bitten by a radio¬ 
active spider or an 3 ^hing like 
that,” Thanatos, named after 
the Greek god of death, says of 
his origin stoiy. 

“1 was working downtown, 
tiying to help out on the 
streets, and noticing a lot of 
things happening ... people 
living and d 3 dng on the streets. 

“1 was told by a police of¬ 
ficer that some people on the 
street had nothing better to 
look forward to than death. 
That really stung, that really 
hurt me,” he said, a slightly 
high-pitched voice barely 
mufiQed through the fabric 
hood. “So 1 said, Tf that’s the 
case, then death better get out 
there and start taking care of 
these people.’ 1 developed this 
persona to go out there and 
help.” 

He’s been going strong ever 
since, gamering international 
media attention while using his 
unique — some say crazy—ap¬ 
proach to giving back to shine a 
light on the poverty and social 
issues aftlicting one of Ganada’s 
most infamous and misimder- 
stood neighbourhoods. 


Residents’ reaction 


Writer Nadia Fezzani visits 
the Downtown Eastside to 
find out what people think 
of Thanatos. 

• Once on Hastings, I walked 
along a couple of blocks 
where there were lots of 
people. Some were selling 
drugs; others appeared to be 
selling stolen goods. I asked 
if they knew who the man 
who represented death was. 
Although some of them 
didn't know his name, many 
people knew but did not 


His biggest claim to fame 
was a starring role in the 2011 
HBO documentary Super¬ 
heroes, which profiled some of 
the 400 Real-Life Superheroes 
operating throughout North 
America. 

If local residents don’t no¬ 
tice Thanatos from his adven¬ 
tures in the area, they’ve seen 
him on TV. 

In fact, two fans had one 
such encounter on the hero’s 
recent stroU through the DTES 
with Metro. 

“You’re awesome,” said a 
stranger with long, ratty hair 
and a teardrop tattoo under his 
eye. “Keep up the good work.” 

A quick fist bump and 
Thanatos was back at deliv¬ 
ering socks into the hands of 
people cowering under arch¬ 
ways, door portals and bridge 
underpasses on a typical rainy 
day. 

Onlookers laugh, passing 
motorists slow down for a 
look and camera phones are 
whipped out when Thanatos 
is near. 


want to talk about him. 


• One of the few who would 
speak about him was selling 
goods from a blanket spread 
out on the sidewalk. I asked 
her if she knew the super¬ 
hero. "Yes," she said nerv¬ 
ously. Watching her surround¬ 
ings, she told me Thanatos 
was a very nice man but that 
she didn't really know much 
about him. As I was leaving, 
a few men approached me to 
tell me how amazing a man 
he is. 


He’s a draw, but it’s not 
about him. 

“It gets the attention where 
it’s needed,” the masked aven¬ 
ger says. “By using this per¬ 
sona, I’ve been able to spread 
the word about what’s going 
on down there; I’ve been able 
to get more aid in the area. 
I’m asked by reporters if it 
actually works, and it’s like, 
‘WeU, you’re here talking to 
me right now,’ so it’s obviously 
working.” 

And like any of his fiction¬ 
al heroes, Thanatos’ work is 
never done. 

“I’m an average person that 
just wants to do something 
and make a difference. People 
want to know what Real-Life 
Superheroes are all about,” 
he says. “Apathy is the biggest 
killer out there. That’s what 
we do: We fight apathy. We get 
people involved and we inspire 
them.”

An interview 
with Thanatos 
Necrium 

Why did you choose Thanatos, 
or death, as your superhero 
character? 

I've been doing this for a little more 
than four years. I've always been 
someone to get involved. I worked 
on my own down on Hastings 
Street and with small groups, trying 
to help out with the homeless with 
handouts and counselling and to 
point them in the right direction. It 
was very difficult, and I couldn't get 
anyone's attention. Nobody want¬ 
ed to listen. One day, a police offi¬ 
cer told me, "You know, people on 
the street really have nothing bet¬ 


ter to look forward to other than 
death." And that really stunned me. 
So I said, "If that is the case, then 
death is going to have to get out 
there and start taking care of these 
people!" 

Does the mask have an impact 
on people? 

I am drawing attention. Social 
workers see these people in the 
morning, and people don't remem¬ 
ber them by the afternoon. Me, 
they remember. They remember 
the crazy guy with a mask out there 
helping and that's all I care about. 
I've had people from France, from 
Germany, from all over the States 
come to talk to me because I put on 
a mask and I'm drawing attention 
to a problem. Nobody wants to talk 
to me, Joe Blow. But they'll listen to 
Thanatos. There are people who 


say this is an egotrip. If this were 
an ego trip, would I hide behind 
the mask? 

As a Real-Life Superhero, what do 
you do, exactly? 

I'm an extra set of eyes and ears for 
the police. I help the homeless on 
the street with handouts of blan¬ 
kets, food, simple things like a loaf 
of bread, sometimes something as 


simple as human touch and com¬ 
panionship. I keep an eye on them 
and I draw attention to the plight 
of people who fall through the sys¬ 
tem and end up on the streets. In 
my city alone I've probably reached 
out and touched 600 people.

Red Light. Street patrol 


Red Light was only 15 years 
old when she decided to make 
a difference by volunteering at 
an elder-care facility. At 17, she 
was doing homeless outreach. 
Six months ago, she started 
to patrol almost every night, 
sometimes 12 hours at a time. 
Today, she still patrols 15 to 20 
hours a week. 

Working alone, she has to 
be careful with her actions. For 
example, she helps people by 
talking down a dispute or find¬ 
ing rides for those who are too 
drunk to drive. When the situ¬ 
ation is too risky, she serves as 
an extra set of eyes and ears, 
and calls authorities when she 
witnesses suspicious activities 
or mistreatment of animals. 

She decided to start work¬ 
ing toward her EMT certifica¬ 
tion after tr 3 dng to rescue a 
man suffering from a heroin 
overdose. “Many of my other 
skills were picked up through 
experience. I learned how to 
fight by necessity. I learned 
vigilance by being different. 1 
learned to stay calm in a crisis 
by conditioning,” explains 
Red. 

Growing up, she was sub¬ 
ject to sexual abuse and do¬ 
mestic violence. She was also 
diagnosed with a malignant 
tumour in her stomach at 28 
years old. It took her five years 
to get the necessary funds to 



go through her operation. 
She has become aware of her 
own mortality. “I feel like I’ve 
already been given extra time, 
so I’m not afraid of dying. 
Every day is another chance to 
make things better.” 

Now, with her red hair past 
her knees, she plans on donat¬ 
ing it to Locks of Love, a non¬ 
profit organization that takes 
human-hair donations and 
creates wigs for young chemo¬ 
therapy patients. 

“Life is only as bad as you 
let it be. It’s easy to forget how 
much we have when it feels 
like we have to fight so hard 
to keep it. It hasn’t stopped 
me from being kind to people. 
I still patrol. I still help others. 
Anyone can do something. 
Anyone.” NADtAFEZZANr/FOR metro 


Purple Reign. Night crime 


For more than a year. Purple 
Reign was abused by her boy¬ 
friend — physically, emotion¬ 
ally and mentally. One night, 
when she was given permis¬ 
sion to go out with friends 
— which didn’t happen veiy 
often — Reign returned home 
to find her boyfriend angry and 
belligerent. 

He attacked her. 

“I told him I was going to 
call the police. I tried to escape 
and he kept coming after me,” 
she says. 

She threw open the door, 
yelling, hoping someone in 
the condo complex would hear 
her. No one came to her aid. 

“He was choking me and 
banging my head against the 
floor. I started to lose con¬ 
sciousness and I couldn’t 
breathe. I just gave up because 
I felt so low to begin with. I was 
finished fighting.” 

Finally spent, her boyfriend 
stopped hitting her. With the 
help of a domestic-violence 
lawyer, she kicked her boy¬ 
friend out and moved right 



away so her ex couldn’t And 
her. 

Within in a year, she met 
with Real Life Superhero Phoe¬ 
nix Jones and engaged in a 
healthy and loving relationship 
with him. She patrols with the 
Rain City Superheroes, a group 
of heroes from Seattle who 
fight crime at night. 

She has since founded the 
non-profit Purple Reign Cam¬ 
paign — purplereigncampaign. 
org — through which she 
raises funds for the Northwest 
Family Life non-profit organiz¬ 
ation. They help victims of do¬ 
mestic abuse by proving them 
with education and assistance.

there he is, one of the kids in the hall. Not for inventing 
the Internet per se, but coming pretty close: hailed as a 
“Global Gonnector” and helping to invent “the informa¬ 
tion superhighway,” along which many a frustrated com¬ 
puter illiterate has become electronic roadkill. 

The truth is there’s not exactly one inventor of the 
Internet, because a bunch of old white guys flipped the 
switches. But the honour for the vision could go to J.G.R. 
Licklider of MIT, who released a paper in August 1962 
on a “Galactic Network,” a globally interconnected set of 
computers through which everyone could quickly access 
data and programs from any site. It was called Amazon 
(LOT, again). 

Oddly, Jeff Bezos, the man who actually invented 
Amazon, isn’t on the list — at least not yet — while Graig 
Newmark is. Newmark, of course, invented Graigslist, 
without which there would be no roommates or used-car 
sales, so I guess he’s more important. 

It’s hard to believe that the Internet is over 40, espe¬ 
cially because the only people who really know how to 
use it are 14. We’ve come a long way from a time when 
pioneers such as Vint Gerf and Tim Berners-Lee (both 
inductees) envisioned a global electronic village to a day 
when people can pump out brainless, 140-character dec¬ 
larations about nothing 24-7. 

I mean, where would we be without Twitter, Facebook, 
Pinterest and Netflix?

Lightfoot looks back with All Live album 



Canadian legend. 

Initially disc was set for 
posthumous release, 
but is being released 
early as tribute to 
guitarist Clements 


Whether faced with an aortic 
aneurysm or careless news¬ 
paper editors who’ve declared 
his demise before his time, 
Gordon Lightfoot has danced 
with death plenty of times be¬ 
fore. 

So it’s more disarming than 
surprising to hear the 73-year- 
old Ganadian songwriting 
legend speak so casuaUy about 
his own mortality on a sunny 
spring afternoon at his home 
in north Toronto. 

Even something as simple 
as his new live disc All Live 
seems inextricably bound to 
some grim concerns. Initially, 


the album was intended for 
posthumous release — in Light- 
foot’s own words, it was to 
come out “after (he was) push¬ 
ing up daisies.” 

But it’s coming out on 
Tuesday instead, only because 
his longtime guitarist Terry 
Glements died last year and 
Lightfoot didn’t want any con¬ 
fusion over who was behind 
the recording’s ethereal lead 
guitar. Sadness seems to have 
motivated Lightfoot. He’s had 
enough close calls for a life¬ 
time, and is now determined 
to make the most of the life he 
has left. 

“I’m fully prepared to go 
whenever I’m taken,” said 
Lightfoot. “I’ve been almost 
dead a couple times, once al¬ 
most for real ... I have more 
incentive to continue now be¬ 
cause I feel I’m on borrowed 
time, in terms of age.” 

But before Lightfoot can 
move forward, he wanted to

look back. 

All Live consists of 19 record¬ 
ings handpicked by Lightfoot, 
all recorded within the warm 
confines of Toronto’s legendary 
Massey Hall, captured between 
1998 and 2001. 

It’s easy to imderstand why 
Lightfoot felt that was the 
optimal period from which to 
draw 

Less than a year later, he suf¬ 
fered the aneuiysm and went 
on to endure a coma, more 
surgery and a rehabihtation 
period that he says stretched 
for two and a half years. 


He says that health scare 
took “some of the starch” out 
of his voice, while another ail¬ 
ment in 2006 — a transient is¬ 
chemic attack, or minor stroke, 
that hit Lightfoot onstage — af¬ 
fected his ability to play his 
guitar for a time. He dismisses 
the seriousness of this second 
incident now 

“That little stroke I had 
up north was nothing,” he re¬ 
marked with a degree of defi¬ 
ance. “I fought my way back in 
seven or eight months.” 

Lightfoot has said many 
times that he doesn’t plan 
on recording albums of new 
music, so it’s his live perform¬ 
ances that are the focus now 

He performed more than 
60 shows across North Amer¬ 
ica last year and he has dozens 
more dates scheduled through 
the summer and faU, including 
Jime shows in Montreal and cit¬ 
ies across Ontario.

Pineapples and hula dancers 
are one thing, but deep-sea 
diving in a real submarine is 
quite another. 

Despite my gripping fear 
of confined spaces, 1 found 
myself signing up for an 
undersea submarine ad¬ 
venture aboard the world’s 
largest high-tech passenger 
sub — the Atlantis — dur¬ 
ing a recent respite to sunny 
Oahu.

INSTANT REDUCTIONS 

Some programs reeognize clients don’t 
want to save up — they want savings, 
now. Air Miles began a “cash” program 
in March due to customer demand. 

“They really wanted the instant benefit 
of being able to get cash off,” says 
Rachel MacQueen, a spokesperson for 
Air Miles. “It’s picking up great momen¬ 
tum.” 

Linda DiMaria is a Toronto-based 
collector who likes the idea of cheaper 
gas and groceries. 

“In this day and age, when money is a 
little scarce, it’s nice to be able to use it 
towards things that we do need right 
now,” she says.

TRADE’EM IN 

Explore whether you can exchange 
dead-weight points for useful ones. Your 
card issuer may already have 
agreements with other programs: For ex¬ 
ample, certain CIBC credit cards, Amer¬ 
ican Express and Diners Club points can 
be converted into Aeroplan Miles. You 
need to own both accounts in the 


exchange. Be aware the exchange rate 
may not be a direct one-to-one. 

There is also the Toronto-based com¬ 
pany Points.com, which allows you to 
trade points with other cardholders — 
for a fee. “There’s a lot of overlap in the 
types of programs that people are partic¬ 
ipating in,” says Points.com president 
Christopher Barnard. 


“We’ve spent the last 10 years build¬ 
ing up a really great relationship with 
companies around the world.” That 
allows the unique service to move trades 
securely from one account to another. 

INTANGIBLE ITEMS 

“I redeem online and get the gift cards 
through the mail, though I only do it 
once or twice a year after the points have 
accumulated,” says Jessica Patterson, a 
Calgary-area collector. As a bonus, she 
can use the cards to shop for items on 
sale. If you are with RBC Rewards, you 
could even apply the points towards 
your mortgage or RRSP. “It’s our fastest 
growing redemption option,” says RBC 
spokesperson Matthew Gierasimczuk. 

DONATE 

Many points programs allow you to do¬ 
nate to charity. There are big causes like 
Engineers Without Borders and War 
Child Canada, but some programs also 
allow small charities to register like the 
local Scouts troop, daycare, or food 
bank. Some offer a charitable tax 
receipt. 

Overall, Patrick Sojka, the editor of 
Rewards Canada.ca, thinks the field of 
non-traditional rewards may continue to 
see more options. “There are some peo¬ 
ple who have way more miles and points 
than they know what to do with,” he 
says.

Canadian consumers aren’t the only 
ones who love loyalty points and 
rewards. 

Retailers — from airlines and banks 
to grocery stores and hotels — love the 
sticky habits that keep their best 
customers coming back for more, new 
research shows. 

A whopping 92 per cent of Canadians 
belong to at least one loyalty program. 

The technical term for that sky-high 
participation rate is “everybody,” quips 
Rob Daniel, vice-president of loyalty 
and research at Maritz Canada, a 
consulting firm that specializes in 
reward programs. 

“The main reason why people love 
points and loyalty programs is really 
simple,” he says. “They love the idea 
they’re getting something in return for 




behaviours they would do anyway.” 

Each Canadian carries an average of 
six loyalty cards, although those who 
earn more than $125,000 per year have 
double that number. 

Here’s the part that businesses love: 
Affluent consumers are most likely to 
change their shopping patterns to 
accommodate loyalty programs. 

That’s according to a year-long 


survey commissioned by Maritz that 
spoke to more than 6,600 Canadians and 
covered 59 loyalty programs. It was re¬ 
leased in February. 

About two-thirds of those surveyed 
said they are more likely to continue do¬ 
ing business with a company that has a 
loyalty program. And just more than 
one-third, 35 per cent, have driven past 
one retailer to get to another one where 


GEHING A RUSH 

The Maritz Canada study on loyalty 
programs also found: 38 per cent of 
those surveyed will purchase a dif¬ 
ferent brand than they normally use 
in order to maximize loyalty bene¬ 
fits; 69 per cent said the programs 
are worth the effort of participating; 
45 per cent get a rush from watch¬ 
ing loyalty program balances grow. 


they can earn more points. 

“Participation in loyalty programs is 
universal,” Daniel says. “What’s 
surprising is that 62 per cent were will¬ 
ing to raise their hand and say it’s a mar¬ 
keting scheme that actually pushes them 
to continue doing business with one 
brand over another.” 

That compares to just 10 per cent 
who will admit traditional marketing, 
such as advertising in newspapers, fly¬ 
ers or on TV, influences their shopping 
pattern. 

“Consumers told us they are partieu- 
larly loyal to programs that make them 
feel special, offer non-monetary 
privileges for members only, and com¬ 
municate often in ways that consumers 
find personally relevant and 
interesting,” Daniel adds.

ture. They found out that 
feelings of being trapped or 
strongly obliged to stay at 
their job is linked to rocki¬ 
er health status. 

“People who sense they 
have a lack of alternatives 
are likely to experience ex¬ 
haustion,” says Alexandra 
Panaccio, assistant profes¬ 
sor in the department of 


management at John Mol- 
son School of Business, 
Concordia University in 
Montreal, one of the auth¬ 
ors of the study. 

“Concretely, it means 
you are tired in the mor¬ 
ning and drained at the end 
of the day. This will lead to 
physical symptoms,” she 
says. 

Signs of burnout include 
sleeping issues, heart prob¬ 
lems, weight concerns and 
tension headaches. 

Interestingly, it’s not 
the job itself that matters, 
it’s how you perceive your 
status there. 

“Two people could have 
the same job and only one 
is pessimistic,” Panaccio 
says. “It’s the perception of 
whether there are alterna¬ 
tives.” 


Learning to relax 


Alexandra Panaccio sug¬ 
gests that anyone feeling 
caught in their current job 
should focus on training. 


• "Try to be in a situation 
where you feel confident 
you could find another 
job if you needed to," 
she says. Paradoxically, 
she adds, employees 
who develop their com¬ 
petencies, giving them a 
sense of freedom to find 
another job, are more 
likely to stay at their 
present job. 

The study was published 
in the journal Human Rela¬ 
tions.

Brandwashed 
By Martin Lindstrom

I recently attended The Art 
of Marketing conference in 
Toronto, an event series that 
showcases leading market¬ 
ing minds and authors in a 
full day of inspiring story¬ 
telling. It was here that I 
came across Martin Lind¬ 
strom, a very well-known 
Danish brand marketing 
expert (LEGO enthusiast) 
and author of New York 
bestseller Buy-ology. 

Lindstrom shared a few 
highhghts from his most 
recent book Brandwashed, 
an expose on the imder- 
cover tactics that brand 
marketers use to sell you 
everything and an 3 ^hing you 
likely don’t actually need. As 
Lindstrom succinctly put it, 
“the full range of psycho¬ 
logical tricks and schemes 
companies and their shrewd 
marketers and advertisers 
have concocted to prey on 
our most deeply rooted 
fears, dreams, and desires. 


all in the service of persuad¬ 
ing us to buy their brands 
and products.” 

As a marketer, this was 
not entirely surprising, 
but when you look at how 
subliminal some of these 
tactics are (womb marketing 
for example), it makes you 
think twice about where 
the line should be drawn. In 
the first chapter, Lindstrom 
discusses how we become 
primed as early as when we 
are still in the womb to ‘buy’ 
Studies indicate that music 
and scents that an expect¬ 
ant mother is exposed to 
will impress upon the fetus. 
“Music is very powerful in 
producing fetal memories. 
When the mother frequently 
listens to music, the fetus 
will learn to recognize and 
prefer that same music com¬ 
pared to other music”. 

lindstrom’s book dives 
into several of our primal 
emotions including sex, fear 
and desire, showcasing how 
sex sells Axe Deodorant to 
awkward teenage boys, and 
how fear sells home security 
systems to women. This 
book is a remarkable reflec¬ 
tion of how sophisticated 
marketing has become, but 
at the same time makes you 
question why we have so 
much affinity for so many 
brands. Brand detox any 
one?

me to work eight hours a 
day with only a 30-minute 
lunch. It was so terrible that 
I had to quit my paying job 
to focus on the internship. 

After school was over, 
appl 3 dng for jobs was tough. 
The worst part about apply¬ 
ing is when employers say 
they will call you to let you 
know if they are inter¬ 
ested or not, and then don’t 
bother to follow up. 

I applied to retail, hoping 
to land a design-related 
job in the company later 
on, but no postings have 
appeared. 

While working at my 
retail job and being on a 
probation period, I applied 
for an unpaid internship 
with a company who was 
interested in me. However, 
they wanted me to commit 
to four days a week, but my 
schedule was not fixed at 


Aim high. 

The internship should either 
be slightly outside your skill 
set or be with a higher- 
profile organization than 
you’ve worked with in the 
past. You may not be able to 
land a full-time permanent 
position like this straight out 
of school, but employers big 
and small love taking on and 
training eager interns. 

Don’t: 

Act unprofessionally 

Treat the internship like 
a real job — show up on 
time or early, make yourself 
useful, avoid mistakes (or 


the other job. I told them 
my situation and they said 
that interning for two or 
three days instead was not 
possible. 

I have applied to jobs 
on the OCAD job site and 
received two replies, one for 
a pa 3 dng job and the other 
for an unpaid position. 

For internships, com¬ 
panies should compensate 
in some way. Otherwise, 
accept the fact that students 
have part-time jobs that 
they are committed to for fi¬ 
nancial reasons. If a student 
says they can only give two 
or three days in a week, it’s 
not that they don’t want to 
work more. They have no 
choice.

Workplace Law. The 

rules aren’t always 
clear when it comes to 
job incompetence

In this column, I have con¬ 
sistently opined that in¬ 
competence is not usually 
cause for dismissal and that 
poor performance should 
not affect severance. 

But I must admit that the 
law is not always this clear. 

What happens when a 
new recruit cannot perform 
the job he or she was hired 
for, despite training, patience 
and an investment in their 
performance? 

Unsatisfied clients have 
criticized the staffer and you 
regret giving that person the 
job in the first place. 

This human resources di¬ 
lemma is not isolated — both 
employers and even other 
employees complain about it 
often. 

The biggest difficulty 
is although this employee 
should be fired immedi¬ 
ately, most employers allow 


him or her to linger, dis¬ 
suaded from taking action 
because of the potential 
severance costs and the lost 
time and investment to find 
another suitable replace¬ 
ment. 

As a workplace lawyer 
and a business owner, I can 
say that mostly this just 
compounds the problem, 
since their performance is 
unlikely to ever satisfactor¬ 


ily improve. The following 
are some alternative op¬ 
tions employers utilize to 
deal with this problem: 

• Is the employee “proba¬ 
tionary?” If so, he or she 
can be fired with impunity. 

But note that this label 
cannot be imposed because 
the employee turned out to 
be incompetent. 

Most employers fail to ap¬ 


preciate that, in order to cre¬ 
ate a probationary employee, 
the employee must agree to 
this stipulation in an employ¬ 
ment contract and before 
he or she begins any work. 
Otherwise it is too late. 

• Spend the time required 
to correct his or her per¬ 
formance. 

This option is too often 
overlooked. If an employee is 
underperforming, they most 


likely know it, too. It is their 
job to ask for assistance as 
much as it is the employer’s 
job to clearly delineate what 
standards are required. 

This process involves more 
than a performance meeting. 
The employee should job- 
shadow a supervisor. 

• Make it clear to the em¬ 
ployee that the job will 
soon come to an end. 

The goal is to provide 


enough time for them to look 
for other work while they 
still have a job. 

If this occurs quickly, then 
they can graceftilly resign. 
However, if this advice is 
communicated improperly, 
it could easily backfire into a 
lawsuit. 

The key is to get good ad¬ 
vice yourself.

The New Jersey Devils are still 
alive in the Stanley Cup chase 
because of a player who spent 
most of the season off the ice 
working his way back from an 
Achilles tendon injury.

The most popular gasoline- 
electric hybrid brand around 
is now a lineup unto itself and 
the all-new Toyota Prius c is 
the smallest and least expen¬ 
sive of the bunch. 

With fuel costs soaring, it’s 
likely that hybrid demand will 
accelerate in spite of a con¬ 
tinued price gap compared to 
gasoline-only vehicles. That’s 
good news for Toyota’s four- 
model Prius line and especially 
good news for the new Prius c 
(c is for compact). 

Although small in stature 
— 48 centimetres shorter and 
about five centimetres nar¬ 
rower than the current Prius 
hatchback—the Prius c comes 
up big in minimizing fuel con¬ 
sumption, registering 3.5 1/100 


km in the city and 4.0 highway. 
By comparison, the regular 
Prius’s numbers are 3.7/4.0. 
The combined city/highway 
number for both is nearly iden¬ 
tical at 3.7 for the c and 3.8 for 
the Prius. 

So exactly what advantage 
does the smaller Prius c hold 
over its equally thrifty name¬ 
sake? Actually, there are about 
5,000 of them, which is the 
difference in dollars that dis¬ 
tinguish the two Toyotas. The 
c’s on-the-road base tariff is 
$22,550, placing it well within 
reach for many buyers and, for 
example, is only about $5,500 
pricier than a Toyota Corolla 
and actually $1,000 cheaper 
than the Honda Insight hybrid. 

With the Prius c’s laimch 
— as well as the launch of the 
plug-in model and the larger 
V wagon — Toyota is showing 
its continuing dominance in 
the hybrid category by stretch¬ 
ing tire brand to fit a broader 
audience. The c is the first, 
however, to truly challenge 
entry-level gas-only models 
on their own turf — which is 
price point — while providing 
significantly better economy.

Common Issues 


Check the air conditioning 
system for proper perform¬ 
ance, and inspect &e body, 
especially aroimd the wheel 
wells and tailgate lip, for signs 
of rust. Note tot the 5 had 
some issues with faulty power¬ 
steering pumps, which have 
become famihar to the online 
owner community. 

A service bulletin and 
recall have been executed to 
fix the issue, which could see 
the power steering system 
fail intermittently. 

Numerous owners com¬ 
plain about “cheap” parts 
installed at the factoiy, leaving 
them to replace tires and 
brake components earlier than 
expected. Shoppers should also 
look for signs of a bad ahgn- 
ment. A mechanic can help if 
you’re unsure how. Ensure the 
CD player or changer receives 
and ejects CDs as expected, 
and check for proper operation 
of the steering-wheel-moimted 
audio controls and remote 
keyfob, too.

Chrysler was actually think¬ 
ing at one point of not mak¬ 
ing another Viper. 

I guess you can’t really 
blame them. After all, when 
you’re trying to revive a full¬ 
line car company that’s on 
life support, diverting pre¬ 
cious resources into a super¬ 
car program would seem a 
tad irrational to anybody. 
Like blowing rent money on 


tattoos. 

But just as people some¬ 
times have to be cruel to 
be kind, automakers some¬ 
times have to be irrational 
to be rational. 

“It shows we still have 
a soul at Chrysler,” is how 
Ralph Gibes put it, when 
he unveiled the new Viper 
for the first time, earlier 
this month at the New York 
International Auto Show. 

Gibes, who heads up de¬ 
sign at Chrysler, as web as 
the SRT division, also relat¬ 
ed how a fellow executive, 
Dan Knott, reacted when 
the company’s management 
team finally green-lighted 
the Viper comeback at a 


fateful team meeting. 

“(Dan) leaned into the 
microphone and said, ‘Today 
we’re a car company again.’” 

The subtext is that car 
companies need to build 
some cars just for the hell 
of it, to show what they’re 
capable of and to prove to 
the world that they totally 
understand the irrational 
element that’s lurking 
somewhere in every vehicle 
purchase. 

The importance of this 
type of car hit home again 
for me this week at Toys “R” 
Us. At the press unveiling in 
New York, SRT handed out 
cool press kits to the scribes, 
but also a Hot Wheels ver-

sion of the new SRT Viper. 

It reminded me that a few 
Hot Wheels would be a great 
present for my niece’s new¬ 
est offspring (you can never 
start car culture too early). 


As you can imagine, there 
was a lot of Hot Wheels 
merchandise, but not many 
minivans or crossovers. 

This got me thinking: as 
a business plan for ensur¬ 
ing future brand recognition 
and support, you could do 
worse than coming up with 
a vehicle worthy of being 
rendered in Hot Wheels. 

I guess the other justifi¬ 
cation for making supercars 
is in developing ftiture tech¬ 
nologies. 

The Viper’s re-worked 
V-10 engine, now good for 
640 horsepower and 600 Ib- 
ft of torque, is no poster boy 
for miserly fuel consump¬ 
tion. But Viper’s newer and 


slimmer body is definitely 
a friend to fuel efficiency. 
The hood, roof and rear 
deck are all constructed of 
carbon fiber, and help make 
this Viper about 100 pounds 
lighter than the previous 
body — and stiffer too. The 
available “Track Pack” loses 
another 57 pounds. 

With more power and 
less weight, the 2013 Vi¬ 
per registers in at only 4.91 
pounds per horsepower — 
a figure lower than Porsche 
911 Turbo (6.22), Corvette 
ZRl (5.01), and Lambor¬ 
ghini Aventador (4.96) and 
only bettered by the Bugatti 
Veyron (4.10) and Ferrari F12 
(4.70). But who’s counting?

Review. FJ Cruiser 
offers on-road comfort, 
off-road capability

Face it guys — as a kid, you 
probably had a toy truck that 
looked a lot like the Toyota FJ 
Cruiser. And now that you’re 
all grown up and probably 
no longer eat glue, play in a 
sandbox or wet yourself, you 
can drive your very own cool 
toy 4x4 every day of the week. 

Right from first boarding 
the FJ Cruiser, you feel like 
you’re driving a tank. The 
windows are thin, you sit up 
high, and the dash and seats 
are made of easy-to-clean ma¬ 
terials. 

On board, there’s storage 
and utility ever 3 ^here. The 
console is packed with it — 
including two cupholders, a 
change cubby and an organ¬ 
izer. There’s a storage com¬ 
partment on the dashboard 
too. Said dashboard is flat — 
meaning it can serve double 
duty as a work surface or 
lunch counter. 

In back, additional seats 
are accessed by a set of sui¬ 
cide doors. The seats fold out 
of the way for extra space, 
adding to the cargo area just 
ahead of the big, swing-out 
tailgate. 

Under the hood, a four- 
litre V6 cranks out 260 horse¬ 
power — handled in the 
tester’s case by a flve-speed 
automatic transmission. You 
can get a six-speed stick too, 
if you like. 

Drivers engage the four- 
wheel drive system with an 
old-school lever, and can tog¬ 
gle stability control, differen¬ 
tial lock and the advanced off¬ 
road traction control system 
with buttons near the shifter. 

Traction was abundant on 
my off-road test-drive, and 1 
drove the FJ feeling confident 


in its ability to tackle virtu¬ 
ally an34:hing 1 threw its way 

This is deflnitely not a 
soccer-mom crossover. With 
huge ground clearance, skid 
plates and a real four-wheel 
drive system with low range, 
it’s ready to hit the dirt in a 
serious way. 

And since it all rides a 
proven truck platform, it’s 
a battle between solid steel 
boxed frame rails versus mud 
and dirt if you manage to run 
out of clearance. 

So, the FJ Cruiser feels all 
sorts of tough. Hit a pothole, 
and the pothole gets the lousy 
end of the deal. If there was 
ever a zombie apocal 3 ^se, 
this would be your writer’s 
weapon of choice. 

On the road more trav¬ 
elled, FJ Cruiser is surprising¬ 
ly comfortable. The jarring, 
lurching body movements 
typical of machines with such 
stubby dimensions are kept 
to a minimum. 

The compromise between 
off-road performance and on¬ 
road comfort is managed well 
here. 

Fuel consumption on my 
test averaged about 14.21/100 
km, which is respectable for 
such a tough and capable ma¬ 
chine. 

Gripes? The blind spots 
are nasty, the FJ isn’t crazy 
about cornering, the engine 
can be noisy, and adults will 
wish for easier access to the 
rear seats. 

But whether using your 
skid plates and four-wheel 
drive traction to dispatch 
leagues of the walking un¬ 
dead or just your favourite 
off-road trail system, the FJ is 
a treat. 

This is a unique, dirt- 
ready, one-of-a-kind driving 
experience that works well 
for active and adventurous 
shoppers intending on off¬ 
road activities. 

And on your nine-to-flve, 
that decent on-road ride and 
abundant interior utility will 
be welcomed, too.
